Companies keep electronic leash on employees 
who work from home with screen shots, photos

The clipboard toting, clock-watching, 
quota-setting productivity expert, peer- 
ing nosily over your shotilder at work, has 
been out of fashion in business schools for 
decades. 

Now he’s back, in electronic form— in 
the home office. 

In a budding trend some employment 
experts say is invasive, companies are step- 
ping up electronic monitoring and over- 
sight of tens of thousands of home-based 
independent contractors. They’re taking 
photos of workers’ computer screens at 
random, counting keystrokes and mouse 
clicks and snapping photos of them at 
their computers, 

Peter Weddle, an author, consultant 
and researcher on employment Web 
sites, calls the trend “21st Century Big 
Brotherism” that risks being ‘Torribly 
intrusive,” Skilled workers “don’t need 
someone looking over their shoulders,” 
he says. But while the monitoring can 
put a damper on home life, many people 
are so eager to avoid commuting hassles 
that they see the practice as an accept- 
able tradeoff 

The technology so far affects mainly 
freelance IT workers, writers, graphic- 


design artists and call-center agents. But 
as telecommuting grows amid soaring fuel 
costs, more people wiU find themselves on 
an electronic leash. 

Electronic monitoring is built right into 
freelance transactions at odesk.com, which 
links 90,000 computer programmers, net- 
work administrators, graphic designers, 
writers and others with about 10,000 cli- 
ents worldwide. The system takes random 
snapshots of workers’ computer screens 
six times an hour, records keystrokes and 
mouse clicks and takes optional Web cam 
photos of freelancers at work. Clients can 
log into the system anytime and see wheth- 
er contractors are working, what they’re 
doing and how long it’s taking them; cli- 
ents’ weekly bills are based largely on the 
data, A small computer-screen icon pops 
up at the bottom of workers’ screens each 
time a screen shot is taken. 

Desk Chief Executive Gary Swart says 
a client paying a freelancer likes knowing, 
“%u can’t play Blackjack, You can’t watch 
Y:)uTube, Why? Because I’m watching 
you work,” When one oDesk client ques- 
tioned an inflated biU from a freelancer, 
a check of the screen shots revealed he’d 
been watching a cricket game online. The 
freelancer reduced his bill. 


NO FREE BATHROOM BREAKS 

Call-center companies are tighten- 
ing the electronic leash on home-based 
agents, who handle calls for retailing, 
travel and other clients. Call-routing 
technology atarise.com helps keep its 
8,000 home agents so tightly tethered 
to their phones that they have to sched- 
ule unpaid time off to go to the bathroom. 

Calls flow fastest to the most pro- 
ductive workers. Arise home agents, 
who are all independent business own- 
ers, have incentives to take a lot of 
calls; their base pay starts at about $8 
an hour, but commissions are added for 
selling cruises, computers and the like. 
Top performers also get more flexibility, 
in the form of first dibs on work shifts. 

Maggie Torres, a longtime home 
agent for Arise in Southwest Ranches, 
Fla., says her children, 17 and 18, have 
learned over the years to “stay out and 
be quiet” when she works. Even her little 
dog stops running and Jumping; “when 
he sees me go to that seat, he goes to his 
bed and lies down and that’s it.” 

But the rewards, she says, warrant 
the sacrifices. “If you do good on all 
your stats, you get to pick your hours 
early. I usually do— and thank God, I get 
to pick the hours I want.” [ wsj ]

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Animal is new target in 
war on global warming

Efforts to curb global-warm- 
ing pollution are taking aim at an 
unlikely new target: the cow 
Scientists have long known 
that cattle and other livestock 
are a major contributor to cli- 
mate change worldwide, and 
although researchers, regulators 
and activists have devoted most of their attention to oth- 
er culprits — such as cars and coal-fired power plants — 
that is starting to change. 

As dairy and beef cows chew and rechew their feed, 
their belches and other, er, gastric eruptions produce 
enormous quantities of methane, a greenhouse gas 23 
times more potent than carbon dioxide. 

All that cow flatulence is bad enough, but clearing for- 
ests for pastures and the manufacturing of fertilizers to 
grow cattle feed produce even more greenhouse gases. 
When those sources are considered, the UN estimates 
that the world’s livestock system is a bigger part of the 
problem than transportation. 

The impact is great enough that researchers are step- 
ping up efforts to limit bovine burps by tinkering with 
cattle feed. Some large dairies, including three in Illinois, 
are pumping the millions of gallons of manure they pro- 
duce into bacteria-filled tanks that capture methane and 
use it to generate electricity 

Changes are quietly taking place at supermarkets and 
dinner tables too. Bon Appetit Management, which 
operates 400 cafes at universities, museums and corpo- 
rate offices in the U.S., is pushing to cut the firm’s green- 
house gas emissions by 25 percent, in part by limiting the 
amount of beef and cheese served. 

One of the company’s three local cafeterias, at Wheaton 
College, went so far as to stop offering cheeseburgers in 
the all-you-can-eat dining hall. Customers at a small cam- 
pus grill are reminded that choosing a chicken sandwich 
instead of a burger can reduce their carbon footprint. 

“People still don’t get the impact of food as a significant 
contributor to climate change or the environment in gen- 
eral,” said Helene York, who directs Bon Appetit’s Low 
Carbon Diet. “But there are ways big and small that we 
can change the culture.” 

More carbon-efficient management of livestock. 


manure and food production almost assuredly will be 
required if Congress moves next year to reduce the 
nation’s contributions to climate change. 

Methane is a big concern because it is so much more 
potent than carbon dioxide, the chief source of man- 
made pollution behind rising global temperatures. So is 
nitrous oxide, another byproduct of manure and fertiliz- 
er production. It has a whopping 296 times the heat-trap- 
ping potential of carbon dioxide. 

Domestic cattle packed into feedlots and dairies might 
seem like an unlikely part of the problem. But because rumi- 


nants eat enormous amounts of hay, corn and other feed, 
then belch it up again and again as they chew their cud, a 
single cow can produce up to 400 pounds of methane a year. 

The manure they leave behind churns even more meth- 
ane into the air. All told, the US. Environmental Protection 
Agency estimates that livestock burps, flatulence and waste 
account for more than a quarter of the nation’s methane 
emissions, second only to decomposing garbage in landfills. 

In the rolling hills of northwest Illinois, Doug and Tom 
Block have figured out a way to turn the familiar stink of 
dairy farming into cash. 

When the brothers decided a few years ago to expand 
their Carroll County farm, they installed a huge device 
called a methane digester. Several times a day, the waste 
from more than 800 cows is dumped into a bacteria-filled 
tank that breaks down the muck and captures methane, 
which fuels a pair of hulking electrical generators nearby 
Cow power, as the Blocks call it, provides about a third of 
the dairy’s electricity 

It also makes them money through the Chicago Climate 
Exchange, a voluntary network of corporations and govern- 
ments that trades credits for greenhouse gas emissions, simi- 
lar to how milk and beef futures are bought and sold.

Meal service at Wheaton College is anything but typical. 

In fact, the Austrian-trained chef who runs the program 
refuses to call the dining area a cafeteria. He prefers to call it 
an “in-house restaurant,” 

“A cafeteria has negative connotations,” said Klaus Mandl, 
general manager for Bon Appetit Management, “[like] some- 
body opened up a can of something and 
warmed it up,” 

Not the case in his kitchen, Mandl said 
the secret is using locally produced foods 
to guarantee freshness, making every- 
thing from scratch and listening to the 
customers. 

That last part is especially important, 
A committee of 30 students meets twice 
a month to review and help Mandl plan 
two weeks of menus. 

And apparendy food critics agree. The 
Princeton Review, which draws attention 
for its annual ranking of schools, recent- 
ly ranked Wheaton College as having the 
best campus food in the nation. The Review bases its rankings 
on surveys of 120,000 students at 368 colleges. 

The rankings are published in “The Best 368 Colleges,” 
which went on sale Monday While many people are aware 
that Wheaton, an evangelical Christian liberal arts college, 
annually ranks among the top “stone-cold sober schools” (it 
came in second again this year to Brigham Tbung University), 
few probably realize that the college is a national powerhouse 
when it comes to cuisine, 

Wheaton College also ranked No,i in the survey for great 
“town-gown relations,” DePaul University is the only other 
Illinois school to earn a No,i ranking, in the category “great 
college towns,”

By keeping methane out of the atmosphere, the 
dairy farmers get to sell carbon credits to companies 
that fail to meet their pledges to reduce global warm- 
ing pollution. The arrangement recently netted the 
Blocks a $24,000 check, and has turned the former 
climate-change skeptics into true believers, 

“We’re greedy dairy farmers, but as we got into this 
we started to understand how what happens on the 
farm can help solve a big problem,” Doug Block said, 
“These carbon credits are an encouragement for peo- 
ple and companies to do the right thing,” 

Another possible solution to the world’s methane 
problems is emerging from university laboratories. In 
recent years, researchers have tried to come up with 
feed additives that cut down on cow belches— and 
emissions from the other end of the animal, 

A group of Japanese scientists reported earlier this 
year that they had happened upon a methane-reduc- 
ing formula of nitrates and cysteine, an amino acid. In 
Australia, researchers are testing a biologically engi- 
neered grass that acts Uke a bovine antacid. There also 
are nascent attempts at several US, colleges to perfect 
what amounts to Beano for cows. 


WHAT’S THE BIG DEAL? 

The average American meat-oriented diet pro- 
duces 3,000 more pounds of carbon dioxide each 
year than a calorie-equivalent vegan, or plant- 
based, diet, according to a 2006 University of 
Chicago study. Opting for chicken instead of beef 
saves about 2,250 pounds. 

“We’re here to educate and provide more choic- 
es,” said Amy Audiffred, the general manager at 
Wheaton College’s cafeteria, where officials have 
cut back on beef and cheese options. “It turns out 
you can do a million delicious things with food and 
reduce your carbon footprint at the same time.” 

Making changes hasn’t hurt the cafeteria’s image. 
A Princeton Review student survey released this 
week named it No. I among colleges for best food. 


Changes already are happening at the other end of the 
food-production line. Hardly a week goes by without an 
announcement by one of the nation’s food service com- 
panies or grocery chains that it is embracing greener 
practices such as energy efficiency and waste reduction. 
At Wheaton College’s cafeteria, managers have 
gone a step further by cutting back on beef and cheese 
options and reminding customers that their choices 
can contribute to global warming. The facility buys 
at least 20 percent of its produce from vendors with- 
in a 150 -mile radius and promotes an online calcula- 
tor (eatlowcarbon.or^ that lets diners see the impact 
of their meals.

Mayor Daley announced Wednesday 
he is putting off giving a full accounting of 
the city’s budget shortfall, heightening the 
angst of aldermen eager to know exactly 
how bad the situation is and what service 
cuts might be coming to address it. 

For the first time since taking office in 
1989, the mayor is declining to publicly 
issue a preliminary budget proposal by 
Thursday’s deadline. And he may put off 
releasing the budget information for as 
long as two months, according to an exec- 
utive order the mayor issued Wednesday 

Daley has said the deficit this year is 
in the hundreds of millions of dollars, 
but has not offered a specific figure, only 
warning that drastic measures will have 
to be instituted to make ends meet. 

Many City Council members said 
Wednesday they can’t help deal with the 
budget gap if they don’t know the mag- 
nitude of the problem and solutions the 
Daley administration is considering. 

“We have to find out what’s on the 
table,” Aid. Robert Fioretti (2nd) said. 
“We are in a serious crisis. To hide facts 
from us — I think the council needs to be 
more proactive.” 

“One can only speculate what decisions 
go on on the fifth floor of City Hall,” Aid. 
Joe Moore (49th) said, referring to the 
mayor’s office. “The longer they wait to 
give us the bad news, the less time we will 
have to react to that bad news and to take 
the appropriate actions.” 

Some aldermen noted the latest bad 
news comes only months after the council 
grudgingly approved new fees and taxes — 
including a record $86.5 million property 
tax increase — in this year’s budget. 

“Last year, we were told we had to take 
that bitter pill ... and everything would 
be fine for the next several years,” Moore 
said. 

Daley cited the national economic 
downturn as the reason he won’t release 
the city’s preliminary budget numbers to 
the city clerk by the deadline. 

On Wednesday, the mayor’s office 
rescinded recent pay raises for non-union 
employees and offered a voluntary sev- 
erance program for non-union workers. 
City employees who step down in the 
next month will get a one-time payment 
ofbetween $12,000 and $18,000. 

Those two moves would only save 
about $6 million. And Wednesday’s coun- 
cil vote requiring unpaid furlough days 
for non-union workers would trim just 
$3.3 million.

Bottled water tax revenue trickles in

Chicago’s bottled water tax is coming 
up a little dry 

In the first six months of the 5-cent tax 
on bottled water, the city collected just $2.6 
million— more than 30 percent below pro- 
jections, said Wendy Abrams, spokeswoman 
for the Office of Budget and Management. 

The city had estimated the tax, which 
went into effect Jan. i, would generate 
$4 million through June and $10.5 mil- 
lion by the end of the year. 

More tax money could pour in after the 
summer, as people generally buy more bot- 
tled water when it’s hot out, Abrams said. 

While the shortfall may be a blow to city 
coffers, it’s a triumph for the environmental 
mission of the tax, which was to dissuade 
people from buying bottled water, said Aid. 
George Cardenas (12th), who pioneered the 



tax. He believes the 
bad economy also 
is pushing people to 
turn back to the tap. 

Critics of the tax 
say Chicagoans may 
be driving to the 
suburbs to buy cases 
of bottled water. 

A lawsuit seeking 
to nullify the bottled 
water tax, claiming 
it’s unconstitution- 
al, is winding its way 
through the court system. 

Oral arguments are expected to begin in 
the fall, said Craig Stevens, spokesman for 
the American Beverage Association, one 
of the four trade associations that filed the 
lawsuit against the city

THIRSTY FOR A SOLUTION 

Cook County is considering how to 
implement a resolution, approved in 
November, that prohibits county funds 
from being used to purchase bottled 
water while still ensuring adequate 
access to good water. 

Last week the county completed a 
water audit that found it would cost $2 
million to replace all 1,210 water coolers in 
county-owned property with bottle-less 
coolers. That would cut out the $380,320 
annual cost of bottled water, and the 
county would see payback in 8.4 years. 
Another, less expensive alternative would 
be to phase in bottle-less coolers rather 
than replace all bottle coolers wholesale. 
That would cost $1 million and have a

Harold Beilstein’s tenants in Chica- 
go first began to suspect something was 
wrong Tuesday night when he didn’t 
return their calls. 

They called just after a man had been 
found slain in their building on the 5300 
block of West Division Street, in the 
basement beneath one of the storefront 
churches, burned beyond recognition. 

By Wednesday night, their fears were 
confirmed: It was Beilstein whose body 
had been discovered, according to the 
Cook County medical examiner’s office. 
Through most of the day Wednesday, the 
North Austin complex, which sits above 
three storefront churches, was a makeshift 
memorial for the 69 -year-old father of two. 

The building recently had failed a city 
inspection and was cited for more than 


Drivers with just two unpaid parking

Tuesday She 
then contacted one of her husband’s con- 
tractors, James Perkins, asking him to go 
to the building to check on her husband. 

Shortly after 7 p.m. Tuesday, Perkins, 
a friend of Beilstein for 12 years, went to 
the building’s basement and discovered 
the body

Testifying at the trial of an accused seri- 
al rapist, a 44-year-old woman on Wednes- 
day recounted her terror as she was sexu- 
ally assaulted in her bedroom more than 
four years ago. 

“I woke up because I felt someone star- 
ing at me and I managed to see a silhou- 
ette in the room,” said the Bulgarian immi- 
grant, her voice quivering as she stared out 
at the nearly empty gallery in Cook Coun- 
ty Criminal Judge Lawrence Flood’s court- 
room. 

Mario Villa, 41, the so-called North Side 
Rapist who has already been convicted of 
two sexual assaults and is facing charges in 
three additional rapes, sat expressionless 
as the woman told a jury of her ordeal. 

The woman said she was asleep in her 
Near West Side apartment when she 
awoke to find a man kneeling next to her 
bed. 

“He told me to be a good girl and nice,” 
she said. “He punched me a couple of 
times in the face.” 

The woman said he covered her face 
with a pillow. 

“It felt like an eternity,” she said. “It was 
horrifying. I started begging him not to do 
this.” 

He ordered her to take a shower, she tes- 
tified, and as she moved toward the bath- 
room, she saw him flee the room with his 
coat draped over his face. 

She said she locked herself in her bath- 
room and waited. 

“I so much wanted to take a shower,” 
she said as she fought back tears. “My body 
was feeling so defiled, so dirty But I don’t 
know, because of the movies, the TV, the 
books, something just told me not to take 
a shower.” 

That proved to be a critical aid to inves- 
tigators. She had never seen her attacker’s 
face and was unable to identify anyone in a 
police lineup. But DNA linked Villa to the 
sexual assault, authorities said. 

Villa is currently serving a loo-year pris- 
on sentence after his conviction in May 
for the 2004 rape of a 23-year-old woman. 
He is scheduled to be sentenced in August 
for his conviction earlier this month of the 
rape of a 16 -year-old girl in 1999.

Salmonella ‘smoking gun’ found 


WASHINGTON The salmonella strain linked to a 
nationwide outbreak has been found in irriga- 
tion water and a serrano pepper at a Mexican farm, 
federal health officials said Wednesday 

Dr. David Acheson, the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion’s food safety chief, called the finding a key break- 
through in the case, as did another health official. 

“We have a smoking gun, it appears,” said Dr. 
Lonnie King who directs the center for foodborne 
illnesses at the Centers for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention. 

Acheson said the farm is in Nuevo Leon, Mexico. 
Previously, the FDA had traced a contaminated jala- 
peno pepper to a farm in another part of Mexico. 

Acheson and other officials were grilled at a con- 
gressional hearing about why the investigation origi- 
nally focused on tomatoes. 


WHAT ABOUT TOMATOES? 

Tomatoes had been the prime suspect in the 
nationwide outbreak for weeks. But last week, the 
FDA said only jalapeno peppers grown in Mexico 
were implicated in the nationwide salmonella out- 
break. If it turns out the tainted irrigation water 
also was used on tomatoes, it could provide some 
of the evidence that federal authorities are looking 
for to back their original focus on the fruit. 


The officials insisted that tomatoes still cannot be 
ruled out and that it is quite possible that the out- 
break was caused by several different kinds of con- 
taminated produce.

The U.S. Soccer Federation suspended 
Cuauhtemoc Blanco from U.S. Open Cup 
play for at least two years on Wednesday 
The suspension becomes a six-game ban if 
the Fire plays fewer than six games during 
the 2009 and 2010 tournament.

The Fire signed Brian McBride to a two-year deal on Wednesday 
The 36-year old forward is currently with the U.S. Olympic team and 
will make his Fire debut in mid-August following the U.S. Olympic 
campaign. 

McBride spent 4 'A seasons in the Premier League with Fulham 
before announcing he was leaving the West London club in May. 
The move allows the Arlington-Heights native to play for a team 
in his hometown for the first time since his days at Buffalo Grove 
High School. 

In order to sign McBride, the Fire first needed to acquire Toronto 
FC’s allocation, which gave it first rights to any U.S. national team 
player. The two clubs took nearly two months to agree on a deal. In 
exchange for the allocation, Toronto receives forward Chad Barrett, a 
2009 first round pick and future considerations. 


McBride is expected to give an offen- 
sive boost to a Fire team that has been 
shutout in five of its last seven games, 

“He makes us more dangerous up 
top,” said Fire goalkeeper Jon Busch, 
‘And from the time we spent together in 
Columbus, he’s a great teammate— big 
time professional. You can’t say a bad 
thing about him,” 

The contract ends after the 2009 
season. 

Before his first Major League Soccer 
stint, McBride played briefly for a sec- 
ond-tier German club, but returned to 
the States when MLS was formed, 

McBride scored 62 goals and 45 assists 
for the Columbus Crew, He then moved 
to Fulham, where he started iii games 
and scored 40 goals, 32 in Premier 
League matches, 

McBride missed much of his final 
season in England after dislocating his 
kneecap last August, But his return in

This 2-week-old River North spot caters to industry folks, 
night owls and others living the late-night rock ’n’ roll life- 
style with a kitchen that cranks out eats till about 1:30 a.m. 

(Brunch doesn’t 
even get started until noon.) Chef/co-owner Chris Curren, 
formerly of Zealous, is behind the menu, which features 
everything from lobster pizza to seared tuna and pork 
belly “surf and turf.” A late-night small plates menu, avail- 
able II p.m. -1:30 a.m., includes the full appetizer lineup 
from the dinner menu plus crave-worthy after-hours addi- 
tions such as garlic and herb frites with tamarind ketchup. 
If you’ve got hot tatts, this is the place to work ’em— the 
decor is inspired by classic tattoo parlors. So what’s on 
the sound system?

Chicago loves pizza. Deep-dish, thin-crust, Roman and 
Neapolitan— heck, we’ve even been known to dabble in the 
late-night frozen variety. But look out, Giordano’s: As of last 
week, there’s a new pizza in town. Granted, this mini-chain 
out of Madison, Wis., features a familiar, foldable New York- 
style crust, but we guarantee the toppings aren’t like any- 
thing you’ve seen in these parts. Best sellers include the Mac 
n’ Cheese pizza, topped with elbow macaroni and made- 
from-scratch cheese sauce (made using Wisconsin cheese, 
natch), and the BBQ Steak and Fries, topped with sliced 
Steak, mozzarella cheese, crinkle-cut fries and Sweet Baby 
Ray’s barbecue sauce. (More traditional pies, as well as a 
build-your-own option, also are available.) Ian’s is open late 
most nights to satiate Wrigleyville boozehounds, and it opens 
early for lunch on Cubs home game days. 


IfV Duchamp

The guys behind Warehouse District nightspot Lumen have 
teamed up with Michael Taus (chef-owner of Zealous) to 
open this globally influenced contemporary American spot 
in the former Meritage space. The menu includes large and 
small plates, with prices topping out at $19. Expect Asian- 
influenced choices such as “East Meets West” hot wings, 
dishes with French flair such as smoked salmon tartar with 
creme fraiche and caper blini, and spins on American staples 
such as Steak and eggs (grilled skirt steak with Parmesan- 
smoked bacon quiche and roasted shallot sauce). Gogarty, 
who handled the trippy minimalist interior at Lumen, also 
tackled this project. No word yet on how namesake artist 
Marcel Duchamp will be incorporated into the design— per- 
haps a replica of “Fountain” (a.k.a. the porcelain urinal) in the 
men’s loo?

The BYOB: Mixteco Grill chef-owner 
Raul Arreola says the best thing about his 
food is that it’s made with “a lot of pas- 
sion.” 

That maybe 
true, but we’d 
argue that the 
best thing about 
the food is the 
1601 W. Montrose Ave. mole. 

773-868-1601 Arreola’s 

food — specifi- 
cally his complex, nuanced moles —has 
been drawing crowds since the intimate, 
38 -seat corner restaurant opened about 
two months ago. Mixteco is named for 
the indigenous people of the Mexican 
state of Oaxaca; and Arreola, who previ- 
ously worked at Frontera Grill for ii years, 
explains that the food is about 50 percent 
Mexican and 50 percent Oaxacan. 

Among the most popular menu items is 
chuleta en manchamanteles, a wood-grilled 


pork chop with Oaxaca sweet mole, 
served with sweet mashed potatoes, fried 
plantains, grilled pineapple and Mexican 
chorizo ($18). Arreola also recommends 
trucha rellena, garlic-marinated whole 
trout filled with mushrooms, grilled sweet 
corn, red onions, ricotta cheese and spin- 
ach, and served with poblano cream and 
roasted potatoes ($18). 

The bottle: Kitty-corner from Mixteco, 
Rayan’s Discount Liquors (1532 W Mon- 
trose Ave. 773-728-7765) stocks a decent 
and affordable wine selection. Some of 
the Spanish bottles pair quite well with 
Mixteco’s complex moles. Osborne Solaz 
2005 Shiraz-Tempranillo is a steal at $6.99, 
but if you’re looking for a chilled, crisp 
white to play to some of the spicier moles, 
try the Monte Palma Verdejo Rueda 2007 
($8.99). With citrus and apple notes, it’s a 
good summertime bargain bottle. 

Mixteco does not charge a corkage fee.

Laundry is really really dirty “%ur grandmother had 
cleaner clothes than you do,” says Gerba, who attributes the 
slack to a waning use of hot water (only 5 percent of Ameri- 
cans opt for the hottest rinse) and shortened wash cycles. 
The average piece of underwear contains about 0,1 grams of 
feces, he said, enough to wreak havoc if thrown into a load of 
clothes. 


Solution: To fight microbes, laundry should be washed in water 
that’s at least 140 degrees and dried for at least 45 minutes. 
Keep undergarments in a separate load. It’s also best to wash 
them last, use a detergent with bleach or a bleach alternative 
and occasionally give the washing machine what Gerba calls a 
“mouthwash”— a rinse with bleach sans clothes.

We give you strategies to keep germs away

Ever just rinse the kitchen cutting board in between uses? 
Or wash a load of linens in cold water? Think twice before 
calling either squeaky clean. 

Germs, the pesky microbes that cause maladies such as the 
common cold and stomach flu, among others, aren't so easily 
washed away And despite being microscopic, these buggers 
always have the potential of becoming a very big deal, 
“Anytime you take a chance on getting ill {from exposure 
to pathogens], you have a chance of getting really sick,” says 
Charles Gerba, an environmental microbiologist at the Uni- 
versity of Arizona who has studied germs' domestic dabbles 
for more than 30 years. 

Which means you shouldn' t rely on theories that say a lapse 
in germ defense will boost your immune system or that the 
spare use of sanitizing agents will somehow thwart antibiotic- 
resistant super-bugs. Both are scientifically shaky, and neither 
should get in the way of preventing infections, Gerba says. 
Bacteria can survive for a few hours to a couple of days or 
more on surfaces such as the kitchen countertop, and viruses 
can linger up to a couple of weeks. We spend less time clean- 
ing than we used to, despite having more vehicles for germs 
on gadgetry like cell phones and remote controls. 

The key to picking these battles is awareness. We talked to 
germ experts for the lowdown on some of the home's most 
pathogen-popular (and just plain dirty) destinations and strat- 
egies to keep those areas clean. 


Mattress/pillow 

Your mattress and pillow are “res- 
ervoirs of the zoological park that is 
your bedding,” Philip Tierno, author 
of “The Secret Life of Germs” says, 
naming a long list of microscopic 
park visitors: dust mites, fungi, pol- 
len, sweat, exfoliated cells, hair and 
dander, among others. 


Solution: Impervious seals around the 
mattress, box springs and pillows are 
a quick remedy, Tierno says, and it’s 
smart to wash bedding at least once a 
week. 


Kitchen sponge 

The kitchen sponge or dishcloth consistently reigns as 
the dirtiest item in the home, decisively out-pathogeniz- 
ing more infamous culprits, such as the toilet. 

According to a new study by the Hygiene Council, an 
international group of infectious-disease specialists, 75 per- 
cent of sponges tested in US, homes were heavily contami- 
nated, So one drop from the sponge equals millions of bac- 
teria, The council's study was sponsored by Lysol, 

In research by Charles Gerba, an environmental micro- 
biologist at the University of Arizona, that was sponsored 
by Clorox, the kitchen sponge was crowned the germiest, 
especially when used for food prep and cleanup, A cutting 
board, for example, was found to have 200 times more 
fecal bacteria than the toilet seat. 


Solution: Soak the sponge or dishcloth in a disinfectant or 
bleach for a few minutes at least three times a week before 
letting it air-dry. For a quick fix, you can nuke the sponge in 
the microwave on high for 30 seconds, or throw it in the dish- 
washer. 



Hand-held technology 

According to Tierno, 80 percent of infec- 
tions of all sorts are contracted through direct 
(kissing, coughing) or indirect (phones, door- 
knobs) contact. 

Solution: It’s as simple as washing your hands. Sure, 
wiping with disinfectants is needed, but the gold star 
of hygiene, and the way to curtail cross-contamina- 
tion, comes down to soap and water. Wash hands at 
least 15 seconds.

Fellow social-drinking Americans, there is a solution. 

If your pantry shelves are well-stocked and you look 
carefully, you’ll begin to see that they’re packed with 
highballs, lowballs, Collins glasses, tumblers and old- 
fashioned glasses. Pop open the fridge and you might 
see a perfectly acceptable pilsner glass, a sturdy gob- 
let, even a decanter or three. 

Virtually every style of drinkware (no margarita or 
wine glasses — that’s stemware, technically) is before 
you. And it’s all free. 

Highball/Collins glass 

A “Tom Collins” glass generally is supposed to be 
a little taller than a highball. But this is freebie stuff 
we’re talking about, so consider them interchange- 
able. Most small commercial jelly jars hit the desired 
8- to 12-ounce target. Use for white Russians, bloody 
marys and regular alcohol-plus mixers, like scotch and 
sodas or gin and tonics. 

Lowball, old-fashioned or ‘rocks’ glass 

Again, aficionados will make a distinction among 
the three, but anyone who labels himself “aficionado”

probably also won’t wash out his own jars. 

That’s too bad, because these people also 
probably buy the really expensive jelly which 
comes in those squat, wide-mouth jars that 
make a perfect rocks glass. Some salsas and other 
canned prepared foods will have the right width and 
open mouth. Use for booze, ice and not much else. 

Pilsner glass 

Some folks like their light German or Belgian beers 
in a tall, tapered Pilsner glass; some might like them in 
a small, 6- to 8 -ounce Ball jar. Something about the way 
they tip and feel is very continental. Plus, when you fin- 
ish what’s in the glass, there are bonus ounces left in the 
bottle. It’s like getting two-for-one! Also use for heavy 
after-dinner drinks, such as Grand Marnier or grappa. 

Mojito 

It’s a shame POM dropped its glass-jar packaging, 
but there are good alternatives. A lot of local food com- 
panies use the tall, slender 16 -ounce jars that are per- 
fect for the muddling process that can muss up your 
floors and countertops in the wrong glass. And don’t 
worry if they have a tapered neck— the lip is helpful 
to avoid spills when it’s time to dredge up the crushed 
mint leaves and sugar into the drink with a spoon.
